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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Receipt of the substitute specification filed October 26, 2005 is acknowledged, 
and the substitute specification has been Approved and entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 6-13, drawn to a surface acoustic wave filter. 

Group II, claim(s) 14-25, drawn to a method of producing a plurality of device chips 
being surface acoustic wave filters. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I does not 
include the special technical features of a "plurality of device chips", "heating and 
pressing a resin film" and "removing a portion of each piezoelectric substrate" (see 
claim 14, lines 2, 11-12 and the last two lines thereof) by the various types of etching 
(see claims 22 and 23), or by dicing (see claim 21) by the various recited blades (see 
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claims 24-25). Note that most of these claims were not present in the original PCT case 
covered by the Search Report and Written Opinion received from the International 
Searching Authority. 

4. A telephone call was made to Mr. Christopher A. Bennett (Reg. No. 46,710) on 
September 6, 2007 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but 
did not result in an election being made.
